IN TAYLOR CASE

his fiancee died from a bullet 
from his revolver—today became 
the object of expert testimony in 
his murder trial defense.

WASHINGTON, D. C. — Imme- 


diate improvement of residential 
construction standards in states in 
which the Federal Housing' Ad- 
ministration has 
already estab- 


lished localized minimum construc- 
tion requirements has lead Admin- 
istration officials to predict a na- 
tion wide improvement in home- 
building methods when require- 
ments have been established 
for 


all states. 


Federal 
Housing- 
Administra- 


tion officials state that, although 
requirements for all states will not 
be completed for the next 90 days, 
reports from such key states as 
Tennessee, 
Massachusetts, 
and 


New Jersey indicate that the pro- 
gram will have a far greater ef- 
fect than was originally supposed. 


Jersey Cities Act 


Several cities and townships In 


the state of New Jersey have 
completely revised their building 
codes to meet 
Federal 
Housing 


Administration 
requirements. 


Among the first to act was Tea- 
neck, the city which is leading all 
others in the state in the amount 
of home-building activity. 


Still more significant is the ac- 


ceptance of minimum 
plumbing 


and sanitary requirments in New 
Jersey. The Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration learned at the begin- 
ning of its insuring operations that 
more than 50 percent of the towns 
in New Jersey had no plumbing 
and sanitary codes. 
Special re- 


quirements covering the installa- 
tion of water-supply systems, etc., 
therefore, were prepared. 


Chatham and 
Denville 
Town- 


ships and the towns of Penns 
Grove and-Pennsville have already 
adopted these requirements in the 
form of sanitary or plumbing ord- 
inances. 
Other 
townships 
and 


towns will undoubtedly follow the 
lead of these cities, according to a 
report from the New Jersey office 
of the Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration, which stated: 


Favorable Reaction 


"City officials 
have 
been no 


more enthusiastic over our re- 
quirements than the real estate 
dealers, the building material deal- 
ers, the operative builders, and the 
mortgage-lending institutions of 
New Jersey. 
There has been an 


immediate and favorable reaction 
by everyone connected with the 
building industry in New Jersey." 


Similar reports have been re- 


ceived from Massachusetts, where 
several cities are in the process of 
adopting Federal Housing Admin- 
istration requirements, either a.s 
supplements to or as parts of their 
existing building codes. 


It was stated that although re- 


quirements for Tennessee have just 
been established, the reception has 
been at least as favorable as in 
the other two states mentioned. In 
Memphis, Tenn., a group of ma- 
terials dealers requested the prep- 
aration of minimum requirements 
and presented the requirements to 
the building industry of the city at 
a special mass meeting. 


Builders Cooperate 


More than 350 members of the 


building industry—from represen- 
tatives of the building trades to 
representatives of the mortgage- 
lending institutions of the city — 
attended the meeting. It appears 
certain that the requirements will 
sorvp as the basis for the greater

Q. After my first house was 


completed I had a good-sized pile 
of scrap pieces. Is there no way 
to avoid this waste on my next 
house ~! 


A. The avoidance of material 


waste should start with the de- 
signing of the house. In this de- 
sign the structural 
framework 


must be kept constantly in mind, 
and each step must be made with 
the thought of the materials to be 
used and in terms of the available 
units of those materials. Wasted 
materials mean 
wasted cost in 


transporting the materials to be 
wasted, also the wasted labor it 
takes to waste the materials. 
"'A 


large portion of such waste can 
be avoided by designing to stand- 
ard lengths of lumber, unit sizes ,-f 
masonry, and stock glass dimen- 


sions. Of course, some cutting is 
always 
necessary, 
but 
careful 


thought applied early can save a 
great deal. 


Q. What are some of the ways 


of cutting down the cost of con- 
struction on my new home? 


A. A saving can be made by us- 


ing stock lumber sizes and such 
mill items as doors, window sash, 
frames, moldinga, and cabinets, 
avoiding as much site fabrication 
as possible. Walls and partitions 
should be kept as simple and di- 
rect as possible, as each additional 
corner adds to the cost. By plac- 
ing kitchen and bathroom back to 
back or one above the 
other 


plumbing costs may be reduced; 
and, finally, a square or cubical 
house will cost less than a ram- 
bling one. All these are ways of 
reducing coats without reducing 
quality.
